and building paper, pepper, nutmegs, olassware, electrical and gas 
glassware, electrical sockets and “specialities, imitation antique 
jewellery ‘and plate, shellac, wax and varnish gums, wooden and 
wax matches and fusees. 

‘There is said to be a demand for all these things, and trade in 
them possible if brought before the public in the manner they are 
accustomed to. 

“ When the great number of former British residents, who are 
now scattered through all parts of this country, is taken into con-

sideration, there is no doubt but that British food articles such as 
biscuits, pickles, jams and sauces would find a sale among people 
who have been accustomed to and know them, and are now in a 
position to purchase them. 


‘«« The trade in china and earthenware shows an increase of 10 per 
Fy cent., and while the cheap qualities of china 
China an made in the United States made little advance, 
Earthenware. the demand for imported china increased, 
especially for Austro-Hungarian and German. 

‘‘ The direct imports to Chicago were 11,000J. less than in 1903, 
that being the highest year recorded, and as the direct imports 
from the United Kingdom showed a decrease of 12,0002. it cannot 
be said to be even holding its place in the market. The increase 
in value of German china to the United States in two years is 
about 200,0001. 

“There is an opening for trade in British china by employing a 
special agent, especially as trade promises to be good. 


‘The imports of prepared chocolate have increased five-fold in 

ieee two years, being valued in 1904 at over 

etude 100,000/. ‘The direct imports into Chicago were 

over 16,0001. in value, so it appears as if there 

would be a good market for British cocoa and chocolate if properly 
advertised and pushed. . . . . 


‘‘' The total imports of fish into the United States increased by 
200,000/., chiefly in canned and fresh fish. 
Salt Fish. ‘“‘ The imports of herring and mackerel both 
showed a-slight falling-off, but to Chicago the 
direct imports show a steady increase for four years, the imports of 
mackerel being much greater than ever before. 

‘‘ It has been pointed out in several previous reports from this 
Consulate that the Chicago market can be reached if properly 
managed. 

‘* About one-fourth of the fish imported into the United States 
came from the United Kingdom, an increased quantity being from 
Ireland.” (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,349.) 





JAPAN. 


The “ Bollettino Ufficiale” of the Italian Ministry of Agriculture, 
Industry and Commerce, states that the demand

increase since the commencement of the war 

against Russia. In the opinion of the “ Bollettino,” this demand

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is likely to augment still more. Formerly the use of leather 
footwear was very restricted, but foreign service has necessitated 
its use by the soldiers, who on their return home will probably 
be loth to abandon it, and will thus diffuse the custom of wearing 
it amongst their compatriots. 

The leather industry of Japan, adds the “ Bollettino,” is as yet 
very slightly developed. In Osaka there are about 50 tanneries, 
mainly of minor importance, employing altogether 1,150 men and 
3862 women. Most of the hides used are supplied from the 
abattoirs of Osaka and Kobe; oak bark from Hokkaidoh and 
Shikoku is employed for tanning, a certain amount of better class 
tanning materials being imported from the United States of 
America. The most important leather manufactory in Osaka 
consumes annually about 58,000 hides, mainly in the manufacture 
of boots, harness, and military equipment. Osaka also possesses 
a manufactory of driving belts, founded 20 years ago, and fitted 
with Kuropean machinery ; ; a portion of the raw materials for this 
industry are imported from Europe, chiefly from Germany. The 
annual sales of the establishment, which employs 150 hands, 
amount to about 600,000 yen. There are also 30 manufacturers 
of leather trunks, portmanteaus, &c., in the city; their annual 
profits, according to the latest statistics, amounting to 153,000 
yen; most of the morocco leather used for this manufacture is 
imported from Europe.

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Canton.—In his report for 1904, H.M. Consul-General at Canton 
(Mr. J. Scott) in comparing the figures of 1904 with those of 
the years previous, writes :—‘‘ The purchasing power of silver, 
so far as the native in the interior is concerned, has not fallen 
commensurately with the difference in its sterling value. At the 
treaty ports wages and prices have risen generally, but this is 
traceable in most instances to local and special causes of supply 
and demand. But up country in the interior, the dollar to the 
Chinaman is still the dollar and goes nearly as far as formerly in 
the open market. The farmer and shopkeeper conduct their 
transactions in cash, of which on an average some 900 cash go to 
the dollar. In olden days the rate stood at a little over 1,000 
cash. As matters stand, the heavy fall in the sterling value of 
silver has operated to the benefit of the inland producer and 
resulted in a large increase in exports.” (foreign Office, Annual 


Series, 3,344.) 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
APRIL, 1905.* 


I—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for April, 1905, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1904, show a decrease in the 
value of the Imports into the United Kingdom, and in the value 
of the Exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise, but an increase 
in the value of the Exports of British produce. 

The value of the Imports in April, 1905, was 43,282,8261., 
a decrease of 1,898,9571., or 4°2 per cent., as compared with 
April, 1904, whilst the total Exports amounted to 30,442,3451., 
or an increase of 203,141/. The Exports of British produce alone 
show an increase of 653,634l., or 2°8 per cent., as compared with 
April, 1904, whilst there is a decrease of 450,493/., or 6°7 per 
cent., in the Exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise.

V.—SHIPPING IN APRIL, 1905. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the month ended 30th April, 1905, amounted to 3,014,380 tons, and 
the tonnage cleared to 3 876,996 tons, as against 2,996,802 tons 
entered and 3,920,464 tons cleared in the month of April, 
1904. With regard to the coasting trade, the tonnage entered 
with cargoes during April, 1905, amounted to 2 090,237 tons, 
and the tonnage i ow to 2,467,687 tons, as against 2,513 627 
tons entered, and 2,475,130 tons cleared in April, 1904. 


VI.—FOUR MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-APRIL). 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, 
during the four months ended 30th April, 1905, amounted to 
11,760,865 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 15,345,388 tons, as 
against 12,111,867 tons entered and 15,246,432 tons cleared during 
the corresponding period of 1904. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during the first four 
months of 1905 amounted to 10,405,220 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 10,280,520 tons, as against 10,442,580 tons entered and 
10,230,488 tons cleared during the corresponding period of 1904.

The effect of these Conventions is to admit certain ‘“ colonial 
produce ’* of the above-mentioned British Colonies and Protec- 
torates into France, Algeria, and the French Colonies and 
Possessions (including Protectorates) at the lowest rates of duty 
applicable to similar products of other foreign origin ; while the 
natural and manufactured products of France and French Posses- 
sions are reciprocally entitled on importation into the British 
Possessions named to the lowest rates of duty applicable to symilar 
products of other foreign origin. 

In addition, it is provided that the duties on vinegar in’ casks 
and on green vitriol (ferrous sulphate), the produce of France and 
French Possessions, shall not exceed 24 per cent. ad valorem on 
importation into British India, and shall be reduced by 50 per cent. 
on importation into Ceylon. The duties on wine, and on aPhiclie of

Article 2.—Gold and silver produced in the Republic, or 
imported from abroad, remain subject to the internal stamp tax, 
which is to be levied in future at the following rates :—

Article 3.—For the purpose of levying the tax referred to in the 
preceding article, gold is to be taken at the rate of 75 centi- 
grammes of pure gold to the dollar; and the value of silver is to 
be determined by taking the average price at which it has been 
sold on the London market during the previcus month.* 

Article 4.—The 24 per cent. on refined gold or silver exported is 
to be reduced in favour of establishments which refine those metals 
up to at least 99°9 per cent. fineness. 

Article 5.—The internal stamp tax is not to be levied upon 
silver or gold in certain forms, including :-— 

(1) Silver exported in the form of mineral ore, earth, or dust ; 
provided that these substances be in their natural state or only 
mechanically concentrated, and in the form of sulphides, cyanides, 
or furnace residuum, and provided that the amount of silver con- 
tained therein does not exceed 250 grammes to the ton. 

(2) Silver and gold which, having been imported into the 
Republic in any of the forms described jn the previous paragraph, 
or in a partially refined state, are re- -exported within a period of:

The carrier (‘“ voiturier”) is responsible for any loss of goods 
carried by him, except in case of force majeure. 

He is responsible for any damages caused other than those 
which arise from defects in the goods, or from jorce majeure. 

Any clause stipulating otherwise inserted in a way-bill, tariff, 
or other document whatsoever, is declared null and void. 

In a despatch received at the Foreign Office, from H.M. Ambas- 
sador at Paris (Sir F. Bertie, G:C.M.G.), it is stated that the term 
“voiturier” in this article applies to carriers engaged in all kinds 
of interior transport, whether by land or water.

The result of the introduction of the zone tariff in Hungary (it 
is mainly founded on the principle of offering relatively lower 
tariffs for greater distances, thus promoting long-distance traffic) 
was to give an impetus to passenger and goods traffic hitherto 
undreamed of. Experience has shown, however, that the railway 
is compelled frequently to carry below the actual cost, and that 
the State lines out of their receipts are unable to earn the interest 
on the loans which had to be issued for the purchase of the 
railways. The consequence of cheap tariffs is, therefore, that the 
State is forced to cover from other sources of income the deficits 
in the interest payable on the railway loans. (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 3,343.)

At Mendeli, on the Persian frontier, both coal and petroleum 
exist. ‘The coal has been tried on the Tigris steamers, but it did 
not prove a success, being too bituminous. The petroleum is 
used for lighting purposes in the surrounding districts. 

Extensive borings have been undertaken at Kasr Shirin by a 
group of British and Australian capitalists, but so far, without any 
results. 

M. Puttmann is of opinion that, although the petroleum 
deposits of the country have not hitherto been systematically 
worked, they are doubtless of considerable extent. They must 
however, he thinks, remain undeveloped until the completion of 
the Bagdad Railway, unless works are carried out to secure free 
navigation on the Tigris and the Euphrates.

By this method one buyer does not get a load of heavy fruit while 
another, paying the same price for the same grade fruit, receives 
a load of light weight bunches. 

Messrs. W. W. and C. R. Noyes are selling their cargoes 
according to the old system of a fixed price per bunch. 

The Atlantic Fruit Company, who have recently entered the 
Boston banana market, have introduced the auction system which 
is used in new York by several banana importers. In general it 
is said that the history of the auction system has been lower prices 
than under the other methods. Prices at auction in Boston on the 
14th April for the only cargo which arrived were as follows :— 
No. 1, 3s. 9d. to 4s. 2d. per bunch; eight hand, 4s. 2d. to 4s. 6d. ; 
No. 2, 2s. 9d. to 3s. 2d.; sevens, 1s. 7d. to 2s. 

During the summer months six vessels a week, four of 2,000 
tons and two of 1,500 tons, bring bananas to Boston. 





ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


The ‘‘ Review of the River Plate” (Buenos Ayres) calls attention 

to a report on the milk industry of Argentina, 

Milk Industry. drawn up by the Statistical Office at the request 
of the Agricultural Department. 

The enquiry has elicited an almost unanimous request for the 

establishment of model dairies and training schools, as the difficulty 

of obtaining competent labour is admitted to be one of the princi- 


pal wants of the industry. 
The report predicts a successful future for the industry and 


suggests the adoption of the following measures :— 


1. To fix the costs of transport, compelling the railway com- 
panies to carry the milk, cream and butter in cold storage waggons. 


2. ‘To make efforts for the repeal of those municipal and pro- 
vincial taxes which weigh so heavily on this industry. 


3. To regulate the interior and exterior trade of all milk pro- 
ducts. 


4. To aid and assist in the formation of small co-operative 
societies, with local factories. 


d. To found technical classes and practical dairy schools in the 
respective productive zones. 


6. To encourage and assist the export of cheese. 


7. To order a technical study of the milk industry in all its 
phases as affecting the Argentine Republic.

ARGENTINA—SOUTH PATAGONIA. 


The Acting British Consular-Agent at Puerto Gallegos, Mr. A. J. 
Bishop, calls attention, in his report to the 
Foreign Office, to the fact that the port is a 
free one. The country, he says, is unsuitable 
for anything but sheep. The exports in 1904 were of the value 
of 202,000/., and the imports 80,000/. Fifty per cent. of the 
exports, which include wool, frozen mutton and tallow, were 
consigned to the United Kingdom. 

The imports for the year include fencing wire, galvanised iron, 
wool presses, sheep dip, coal, saddlery and other leather goods, 
cloth and ready-made clothing, preserved fruit and vegetables, 
wine, beer and spirits. Mr. Bishop adds that good shepherds and 
shearers are in fair demand and can obtain excellent wages.

Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin ; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of tho 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time.

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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 
TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 





India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 


Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘‘ Canadian Government Trade 
Enquiry Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial commu- 
nity. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 


Cape of Good Hope——The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, which will be 
under the direction of the Agent-General for the Cape of Good 
Hope. 

Mr. Lewis Atkinson, who has been appointed Commercial 
Agent, attends daily to deal with enquiries on all Commercial and 
Trade matters connected with Cape Colony. 


Queensland.—F or the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has — 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 
nection with Queensland. 

A Reading Room will also be provided in which maps, 
directories, statutes, Government reports, and other publications 
of the State can be seen. 
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
